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Ryan Verbolalia 
boring . 

To the Daily: 

On Friday last I had the 
distinct pleasure of attending 
Mr. Ryan's speech and I 
thought I might offer some of 
my observations about the 
event. 

From the onset 1 would like 
It to be'known that I found the 
evept embarrassingly Insult- 
ing to the Mcpill student 
body’s Intelligence and one of 
the most blatant displays of 
political opportunism I have 
every bore witness to. 

The event began with a 
lengthy and plethoric Introd- 
uction of Mr. Ryan by one of 
his Junior associates. Even at 
this early stage the event 
adopted an insulting tone. 
Insulting, insofar as the org- 
anizers of the event attempted 
to disguise cheap, political 
swashbuckling and back- 
slapping as an Informative and 
appreciated biography of Mr. 
Ryan’s career. 

Following this was a further 
presentation of Mr. Ryan by 
the moderator of the ensuing 
question and answer period. 
Although the Individual - Is a 
political science professor at 
McGill and therefore should 
have some ^concept about the 
role of moaerator he chose to 
make It abundantly clear that 
his political sentiments • lay 



wIth.Mr. Ryan. In doing so the 
Individual renounced his Imp- 
artiality, which clearly Is the 
fundamental principle Involved 
with the job, and lent further 
credence to the already grow- 
ing suspicion that the event 
was to be a veritable farce. 

Then came Mr. Ryan’s 
short. In length and content, 
speech which I had expected 
would drive the audiencè to 
the microphones. Needless to 
say this 'did not happen. 
Rather, the simplistic nature 
of the speech coupled with the 
orator’s prosaic monotone 
sufficed to leave the audience 
in a stupor of boredom. 

Next came the question 
period where I must concede 
we as a student body did not 
win any points for generating 
. enthusiasm, however Mr. 
Ryan’s responses fared even 
worse. He effectively, display- 
ed his talent to talk and talk 
and talk until he left the 
listeners lethargic. It wasn’t 
until the last quéstion that it 
dawned on me what a sham . 
the whole thing really was, 
and was Intended to be. 

. The final question was pos- 
ed by a man seemingly 
propounding a Marxlst-Lenln- 
ist Interpretation (and- to. that 
man I hope that I am not 
myself being Insultingly simp- 
listic). It was not the content 
of the question but the strong, 
forceful delivery that woke up 
' a few people In attendance 
and drew sporadic applause, 
which for the first time that 
- afternoon was not Initiated by 



the strategically placed Liber- 
al "crowd coaxers". Although 
the questioner came danger- 
ously close to being unaccep- 
tably rude, he correctly would 
not allow Ryan to enter' into 
one of his now familiar vapid 
replies. Eventually the man 
was pushed from the micro- 
phone by a 'young Liberal 
bootlicker’ who obviously felt 
the Indoctrinated need to 
protect his mentor from the 
welcomed barrage. At this 
point 1 assessed the mood of 
the crowd and was decidedly 
disappointed. The mood was 
that Mr. Ryan was ’god-llke’ 
and that everyone had to show 
so much restraint and respect 
as to render ourselves emb- 
ryonic. ^ . 

In a ’postmortem” of the 
event with a friend we arrived 
at some further reallutlons. 
First of all that Claude Ryan 
did not come to speak to the 
McGill students. Instead he 
came to us because this kind 
of event draws the media 
coverage that he must strive 
for. 

Second, these events, with 
questioti and answer perloc/s, 
are not at all designed to 
provide the public with direct 
answers to direct questions.

Fascism Implied by Bill 101 
To the Dally: 

The letter written by Denis 
Pôrlard (Mon. Mar. 17) typifies 
the anti-English racism pres- 
ent In his thinking and In that 
of many of the referendum 
supporters. I deeply resent the 
attitude portrayed by Mr. Pé- 
rlard that I as an ’’Anglophone’’ 
am collectively guilty of being 
anti-French because the Stu- 
dents’. Society has not accor- 
ded him the same privileges 
as the ’’no’’ group In setting 
up information tables in the 
Union Building. If Mr. Périard 
has a bone to pick with the 
Students’ Society, pick it with 
the Students’ Society and do 
not write lettera with the words 
"Dear ’Anglophone": I’d like to 
know why. If you want equal- 
ity, you do all you can to make 
life difficult to ‘Francophones” 
on their right of expression.” 

To further educate Mr. Pé- 
riard about rights of express- 
ion I hope that he is aware that 
Quebec Is the only province 
which has made It an offence 
for people to express them- 
selves in public In their own 
language. If he Is not aware I 
am talking about BUI 101 
which denies the English 
speaking people of this prov- 
ince (of which there are almost 
1 million) their basic human 
right to use English in the 
public domain i.e. advertising, 
conducting business affairs, 
Iri municipal , government, In 
the courts and in having a 
change or remove all English 
place names. This Is backed 
up by fines ranging into the 
thousands of dollars and in 
the case of businesses, per- 
mits can be taken away 
depriving a citizen of his right 
to earn a living. 

Also I doubt very much that 
Mr. Périard has to slibmit to 
the Indignity of a government 
sending blue and white slips 
to English families identifying 
them and any of their potential 
descendants as “Anglo- 
phones”.
